total for the county of 3 ,80* pupils. 
The num ber of students entitled 
to the state apportionm ent in the 
city was 1,854, anc, the num ber en­ 
titled to the sam e apportionm ent in 
the rural schools was 1,288, m aking 
a total for the county of 3,142. 
The 
number not entitled to the ap p or­ 
tionm ent in the city was 147, and in 
the rural schools 619, making a total 


for the county of 6G6, 
N in ety-th ree per cen t of the pupils 


atten d in g the city schools were en­ 
titled to apportionm ent, while only 
72 per cen t of thq pupils attending 
ru ral schools received sta te aid. 
The 
state contributed 
about $3.50 per 
each pupil atten d in g 40 days or more. 
The city of B rainerd contributed 
#01,735,81 for educational purposes. 
D educting from this sum $21,570 for 
perm anent im provem ents and $9,902 
cash on hand leaves the actu al cost 
of running the school for one year 
$30,209.67, or an 
average cost of 
$15.10 per pupil. 
The city is to be 
congratulated on the econom y of its 


education. 
The total cost of con d u ctin g the 
rural schools was $28,101 and ded u ct­

County Superintendent of schools 
Wilson has just completed and sent 
, in his annual report to the state 
^superintendent of public instructioo 
and from the report some very in­ 
teresting facts have been gleaned. 
There were 2,001 pupils enrolled 
in the schools of the city of Brainerd 
and 1,807 in the rural schools outside 
of the city of 
Brainerd, making a 
total for the county of 3,806 pupils. 
The number of students entitled 
to the state apportionment in the 
city was 1,854, and the number en­ 
titled to the same apportionment in 
the rural schools was 1,288, making 
a total for the county of 3,142. 
The 
number not entitled to the appor­ 
tionment in the city was 147, and in 
the rural schools 519, making a total 
for 
county of 666, 
Ninety-three per cent of the pupils 
attending the city schools were en- 
^ titled to apportionment, while only 
"^ 7 2 per cent of Un? pupils attending 
rural schools received state aid. The 
state contributed about $3.50 per 
each pupil attending 40 days or more. 
The city of Brainerd contributed 
$01,735,81 for educational purposes. 
Deducting from this sum $21,570 for 
permanent improvements and $9,002 
cash on hand leaves the actual cost 
of running the school for one year 
$30,209.67, or an average cost of 
$15 IO per pupil. 
The city is to be 
congratulated on the economy of its 
education. 
The total cost of conducting the 
rural schools was $28,101 and deduct­ 
ing $10,054.39 for cash on hand and 
$2,441.45 
for permanent improve- 
■^jTxpents leaves $15,606 or the cost of 
the schools for one year; an average 
cost of $8.63 per pupil. 
But each 
pupil in the city schools attended an 
average of 123 days, while in the 
county schools the average was only 
64 days. 
In the city there were em­ 
ployed 40teachers; thecounty schools 
required 60 teachers, making IOO 
teachers for the whole county. 
The city superintendent of schools 
received an annual salary of $1400 
for the supervision of 40 teachers. 
Thecounty superintendent received 
a salary of $600 a year for t he super­ 
vision of 60 teachers.

Wilson Sent to State Super 


intendent Today. 


INTERESTING 
FACTS 
NOTED 


Ninety-three Per Cent of City 


Pupils Entitled to State 


Apportionment. 


County Superintendent of schools 
Wilson has just completed and sent 
* in his annual report to the state 
* superintendent of public instruction 
and from the report some very in­ 
teresting facts have beea gleaned. 
There were 2,001 pupils enrolled 
in the schools of the city of Brainerd 
and 1,807 in the rural schools outside 
of the city of Brainerd, making 
total for the county of 3,808 pupils. 
The number of students entitled 
to the state apportionment in the 
city was 1.861. and the number en 
titled to the same apportionment in 
the rural schools was 1,288, making 
a total for the county of 3,142. 
The 
namber not entitled to the appor 
t ion men t in the city was 147, and in 
the ru.-xl schools 519, making a total 
for .ae county of 666. 
Ninety-three percent of the pupils 
attending the city schools were en- 
^ titled to apportionment, while only 
^ 7 2 per cent of th$ pupils attending 
rural schools received state aid. The 
state contributed about $3.50 per 
each pupil attending 40 days or more. 
The city of Brainerd contributed 
$411,735,81 for educational purposes. 
Deducting from this sum 121,570 for 
permanent improvements and $9,fH)2 
cash on hand leaves the actual cost 
of running the school for one year 
$30,209.67, or an average cost of 
$15.10 per pupil. 
The city is to be 
congratulated on the economy of its 
education. 
The total cost of conducting the 
rural schools was $28,101 and deduct­ 
ing $10,054.39 for cash on hand and 
$2,441.46 
for permanent improve- 
^ c e n ts leaves $15,606 or the cost of 
the schools for one year; an average 
cost of $8.63 per pupil. 
But each 
pupil in the city schools attended an 
average of 123 days, while in the 
county schools the average was only 
64 days. 
In the city there were em­ 
ployed 40 teacher*, the county schools 
required 60 teachers, making 164) 
teachers for the whole county. 
The city superintendent of schools 
received an annual salary of $1400 
for the supervision of 40 teachers. 
The county superintendent received 
a salary of $600 a year for the super­ 
vision of 60 teachers.

DEATH OF A PIONEER. 


General 
Israel Garrard of Frontenac, 
Minn., Passes Away. 
Red Wing, Minn.. Sept. 23.—General 
Israel Garrard died shortly before I 
o’clock p. rn., at his home at Fron­ 
tenac, as the result of injuries from 
burns caused by the explosion of a 
lamp last Monday 
eveniag 
In his 
home. 
With his passing away there is re­ 
moved from the stage of active life 
In Minnesota one of its most pic­ 
turesque anil widely known charac­ 
ters. 
For over 40 years he had been 
a resident at Frontenac save the rtme 
he served in the war of the Rebellion. 
The general first came to Minnesota 
in 1854 on a hunting trip, camping 
six weeks on th** shore of Lake Pepin. 
At’ra"ted by the natural beauty of the 
lake and particularly by the grand 
scenery around Frontenac*, he made 
extensive investments in land there 
and prepared to make the place his 
home 
When the war broke out, how­ 
ever, he returned to Ohio, was com­ 
missioned colonel of the Seventh Ohio 
cavalry, and in command of his regi­ 
ment went into the field with the army 
of the Ohio, 
Later he joined General 
Burnside and became commander of a 
brigade. 
Returning to Frontenac after the 
war he took up his abode in St. Hu­ 
bert’* cottage, first established as a 
hunting lodge, and there he lived ever 
since. 
He was 76 years of age and is 
survived by a son, George Wood Gar­ 
rard, and a daughter, Miss Daisy. 
One brother. Colonel Jeptha Garrard, 
resides at Cincinnati.

The drawback about the new a r­ 
rangement undoubtedly will be the 
same as that which caused the retire­ 
ment of the first headgear invented, 
which was composed entirely of straps 
so arranged as to cover supposedly vul­ 
nerable points.

There 
is no doubt he was the. commander of 
the Venexnetoa gunboats used before 
La Hacha sad Guajira. The decree 
under which he la said to have been 
executed was published about a month 
ago.

Later be Joined Genera 
Burnside and became commander of a 
brigade. 
Returning to Frontenac after the 
qar he took up his abode In St. Hu 
hqrt's cottage, first established as 
hunting lodge, and there he lived ever 
since. He was 74 years of age and Is 
survived by a son, Georgs Wood Gar­ 
rard, aad a daughter, Miss Daisy 
Os# brother. Colonel Jeptha Garrard 
resides at Cincinnati.

The ear 
guards and straps about tbe befitn 
hold the harness to place are of flexible 
leather, tight and strong. 
The drawback about the new ar­ 
rangement undoubtedly will to the 
same as that which caused tbe retire­ 
ment of the first beedgear invented, 
which was composed entirely of straps 
so arranged as to cover supposedly vul­ 
nerable points.
